Regarding claim 25, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 25, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of a ring-shaped gasket to be fitted to the base portion of the main metal shell, wherein a 
surface of the gasket is coated with a chromate film including trivalent chrome, and wherein the 
chromate film contains chrome components in which a ratio of the trivalent chrome is 95% or 
more.
